DECLARES IT TO BE PUERILE. 


Says He Will Continue To Wage

Frankfort. Ky., dept. 30.—[Special.]— 
Col. E. H. Taylor. Jr., is out in a reply 
to the card issued a few days ago by 
his opponent for the nomination for 
Representative, Hon. Frank Johnron. 
in which he declined to meet Ool. Tay¬ 
lor further in Joint debate. Cbl. Tay¬ 
lor denies the charge® made by Mr. 
Johnson and says that he Intends to 
continue to wage a vigorous campaign. 
Col. Taylor's reply In full follows: 

To the Voters of Frankfort and Frank¬ 
lin county—My opponent, in u card Issued 
yesterday, which is alike puerile and 
pusillanimous, declines to*meet me in a 
Joint delate at any other of my appoint¬ 
ments. alleging as reasons therefor fear 
of personal violence and assaeslnation. 

Whan he speaks of assassination I do 
not know to what he refers. Great men In 
public life have been assassinated, no¬ 
tably Lincoln, Garfield. McKinley, Car¬ 
ter Harrison and Goebel. 

Is tt not probable that my opponent. In 
his fervid imagination, has decided that 
he may be the next great man to fall In 
the same ignoble way? 

My opponent attempted to thrust issue* 
into this canvass which were Infamous. 
He began a personal warfare upon my 
business methods and the proper conduct 
of my private affairs. He attempted to 
procure evidence, seif-manufactured, that 
I hail Insulted my white female employes 
by placing “nogTo bosses’* over them, and 
that the Janltre** was not only their 
“hoes.” birt was my stenographer, type¬ 
writer and paymUtre**.

Mrs. Clem Buchter, his wife, heard 
that he was at his mother's home yes¬ 
terday morning, and to be sure that 
such was the case sent a friend to the 
Buchter home, who returned and re¬ 
ported that she was told he was not 
there, but that she believed she saw 
hhn. She also said she was led to be¬ 
lieve from the actions of the Buchter 
family that the brothers were holding 
a reunion when she appeared at the 
ho »e.

Neighbors Saw Clem Buchter. 


People In the vicinity of the Buchter 
home s>iy they recognized Clem Buch¬ 
ter at the house yesterday, and noted 
severaf of Buohter'* old friends calling 
at the house during the day. When 
asked If her son was at her home, Mrs. 
Longina Bucftter attempted to evade 
j the question, finally denying it. 

A reporter for the Courier-Journal 
saw Mrs. Buchter at her home yester¬ 
day. 

"Is your son, Clem Buchter. here.

Mrs. Buchter hesitated at this ques¬ 
tion, and then replied:

"Yea—Mrs. John Mehier, his sister, 
came to the gate two weeks ago and 
asked me if I would sign the petition, 
and if he got out if I would take him 
back. She said: 

" ‘Oh. Mary, you don’t know how 
much mon^y Clem has cost mother— 
she Is ruined to get him out, and now 
you won’t help her. Mary, mother is 
worrying herself to death about Bud. 
and she know* that you could bet him 
out by Just putting your name to that 
paper.'

"Did Joseph Buchter ever tell you 
they were using his mother's money to 
get a pardon for your husband?"

Mrs. Clem Buchter, wife of the con¬ 
demned murderer, and w'ho is now in 
a state bordering on nervous prostra¬ 
tion over the pardon of her husband, 
and the belief that he Is In Louisville, 
was seen at her home at 925 Mary 
street, last night. She says she knew 
that an effort was being made to secure 
his pardon, but that she did not be¬ 
lieve it could be accomplished, and 
when she heard it had been granted, 
she was surprised and frightened be¬ 
yond measure. 

"They told me,” said Mr*. Buchter. 
"that I must sign the petition or no 
pardon would be granted. I refused, 
and told them I did not want hJm par¬ 
doned and that all the money in the 
world would not cause me to sign a pe¬ 
tition for his pardon and live with him 
again." 

"Did any one ever offer you money to 
sign the petition?” she was asked.

Would Pay Off Mortgage If She 
Signed Petition. 


"Not exactly that." she replied, "but 
I w'as told that if I would sign the pe¬ 
tition and get Joseph Huffaker to sign 
it the mortgage would be paid on my 
home and the children would get some 
of the money Mrs. Buohter put In trust 
for Clem.” 

“Who told you that. Mrs. Buchter?” 

"Several women who visit Mrs. Buch¬ 
ter—they raid she told them to tell me 
that." 

"Did your husband write to you from 
the prison?” 

“Yes; he wrote to me and the chil¬ 
dren several times; he wrote to me a 
few times. He asked me several times 
to sign the pardon petition, and said he 
would give me his part of the money.

pardoned such a rnan. He said, how¬ 
ever. that the man looked to him like a 
complete physical wreck when brought 
before him, and he easily believed him 
to be unbalanced In mind.

At the time Odell had himself elect¬

Convention. At St. Louis Ends—Ex¬ 
pressions of Grief At Death 
of Senator Hoar. 


8 t. Louts, Sept. 30.—The first conven¬ 
tion of the Universal CongTess of Law¬ 
yers and Jurist* concluded to-day. after 
three days of presentation and discus¬ 
sion of legal propoaitlons of world-wide 
Interest, chief of which was the ulti¬ 
mate establishment of International 
peace and abolishment of all conflict. 

Associate Justice David J. Brewer, of 
the United States Supreme Court, pres¬ 
ident of the congress, expressed the 
sentiment that the hopes of. the prime 
movers of the congress in its fucceas 
had been fully realized. 

The opinion was expressed generally 
by the distinguished delegates from ev¬ 
ery nation represented that the con¬ 
gress marked an epoch In the relations 
exlatln* between the lawyers of -the 
world, which relationship would be far- 
reaching In finally! establishing a com¬ 
plete understanding between nations, 
leading to the eventual extinction of 
w*ar. 

A resolution waa unanimously adopt¬

At 2:55 
o'clock the chime? on Plymouth church 
played “Nearer. My God, to Thee." Fiv* 
minutes later a flag on a manufactur¬ 
ing plant, the first one to be half-mast¬ 
ed. was raised. The tidings communi¬ 
cated by the tolling bells were heard 
throughout the city, artd within a few 
minutes numerous Inquiries were made 
at the newspaper offices by telephone. 

The people of Worcester, to whom 
Senator Hoar w'as endeared In a meas¬ 
ure beyond that ever given to any other 
man. anxiously followed the course of 
hi? sickness for six weeks and hundred* 
of calls on the telephone had been made 
dally at the local newspaper offices by 
persons who desired to hear the latest 
news from the bedside. 

During the last few days pictures of 
Senator Hoar have been prominently- 
displayed in shop windows throughout 
the city, and to-day many of the pho* 

tographs were draped.

A Man of Public Spirit. 


Senator Hoar was inseparably identi¬ 
fied with the interests of Worcester. 
He was the principal In establishing a 
free public library and Vater a read in g- 
Voom. He was foremost in placing the 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute on a 
solid foundation, and for many years 
was one of Its trustees. He was a 
warm friend of Clark University, being 
first its vice president, and at the d»ath 
of Jonas G. Clark, Us head, Mr. Hoar 
becam* president of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, a position he held until his death. 
For many years he was trustee of Lei¬ 
cester Academy. The Worcester Art 
Society and the Worcester Club were 
founded by Ms efforts. He was an hon¬ 
orary life member of the Worcester 
Mechanics' Association and member of 
the "Republican Club of Massachusetts. 
He whs the oldest member, saving two, 
of the American Society of Antiquity. 
He also held membership in the New 
England Genealogical Society, was a 
former president of the American His¬ 
torical Society and was active In the 
Massachusetts Historical Society. 

Senator Hoar was a trustee of the 
Peabody trust fund for the promotion 
of education in the South. He was a 
regent of the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, and was prominent in the 
Unitarian church. During the day hun¬ 
dreds of messages of condolence wera 
received at the family residence.

ing. an orator of impofeeioneil power, hut 
ahovo all. a sincere man, wholly devoted 
to conscience, hewing close to the lino, 
scorning the arts of the demagogue, not 
anxious to please men. but to ser-iie thentj 
not seeking to be popular, but .leVhrmlned 
to be right. Intensely conscious of the 
loss our State luis suflferedv we find even 
in the hour of extreme sorrow a great 
cause for gratification In that the record 
of his noble life will ever remain to us as 
a precious legacy.

ing his task at the time he was called 
to the Executive Department to receive 
his pardon. The records of the Prison 
Hospital show that he has received 
medicine but twice since he entered the 
prison* In February, 1902. and then for 
only fk>me minor and brief Illness. An 
employe of one of the contractors .“aid 
that If Buchter had lost a day from 
labor for months he had no recollection 
of It. 

Buchter’s brothers have been frequent 
visitors of laite to the prison. The reg¬ 
ister of the Elk Hotel, on Broadway 
street, shows that John Buchteb, of 
Louivvllle, arrived there Friday even¬ 
ing. September 23. This was the day 
before Lieut, Go>\ Thorne came to 
Frankfort to take up the reins of gov¬ 
ernment In the absence of Gov. Beck¬ 
ham. Mr. Buchter left the hotel the 
next day and returned to Lo-utsvllle on 
an afternoon train that carried Gov. 
Thorne back to Henry county to spend 
Sunday. Buchter returned to Frank¬ 
fort Monday and again Tuesday. Hls 
movements while here cannot be easily 
traced. He lias no friends here so far 
as can be ascertained, and spent less 
than a half hour of his time at the Ex¬ 
ecutive Department.’ During the morn¬ 
ing of Tuesday IJeut- Gov. Thorne 
called at the prison to see Warden L1J- 
lard. At about noon he directed Sec¬ 
retary Leigh to have Clem Buoht«*r 
brought to the Executive Department. 
Mr. Leigh telephoned Dejruty Warden 
Nelson, and he hud Guard New ton Har- 
rod withdraw Buchter from the shops 
and comply with the Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor's order.

In reversing the court here 
says the Indictment Is good, and that 
<thv trial Judge erred in sustaining the 
demurrer.

JAPANESE ARE FORTIFYING. 

Army Confronting Kuropatkin Esti 
mated At About 150,000 Men. 

Mukden. Sept. 30.—A great change In 
the situation here has occurred. The 
Japanese now appear anxious to aot 
on the defensive and hAve fortified a 
position northwest of the Yentni mines. 

According to the bea| estimates ob¬ 
tainable, the Japanese army confront¬ 
ing Gen. Kuropatkin comprises a 
grand total of 180 battalions. Allowing 
800 men to a battalion there are 144,000 
infantry. In addition there are 6,300 
cavalry and 638 guns. The dlstrlhu 
tion of the Japanese forces Is as fol¬ 
lows: 

One division at Bentsiaputzo, two 
divisions at the Yental mines, four di¬ 
visions on the railway a little north of 
Liao Yang, one division westward near 
Hiamendenz and one division at Sand- 
epu. 

Russians 'estimate the Japanese for¬ 
ces at the following strength: Gen. 
Kurokl, with the guards and the Sec¬ 
ond and Twelfth divisions, a total of 
thirty-six battalions of infantry, nine 
squadrons of cavulry, 108 guns and a 
separate artillery corps of 108 guns: 
the guards reserve brigade, consisting 
of eight battalions of infantry, nine 
squadrons of cavalry and twenty-four 
guns, and the reserve brigades of thir¬ 
ty-two battalions of Infantry and thir¬ 
ty-six guns; total of ICuroki’s army, 
seventy-six battalions off Infantry, 
eighteen sqiKidrons of cavalry and 276 
feuns. 

Gen. Oku’s army consists of the 
Third. Fourth and Sixth divisions, or 
thirty-six battalions of Infantry, nine 
squadrons of cavalry, 108 guns, one sep¬ 
arate* cavalry brigade of eight squad¬ 
rons a separate artillery brigade of 
108 guns, and reserve brigades com¬ 
prising twenty-four battalions of in¬ 
fantry. nine squadrons of cavalry’ and 
twenty-six guns; total strength of 
Oku's arm j’, sixty battalions of Infant¬ 
ry. twenty-six squadrons of cavalry and 
242 guns. 

Gen. Nodzu commands the Fifth and 
Tenth divisions, consisting of twenty- 
six battalions of infantry and six 
squadrons of cavalry. Including re¬ 
serves Nodzu's army consists of forty- 
four battalions of !nfantrj\ nine squad¬ 
rons of cavalry and 120 guns. 

A SUCCESSFUL ONSLAUGHT 

On Japs’ Advance Guard Is Reported 
By Sakharoff. 

St. Petersburg. OcL 1. 2:20 a. m.— 
The War Office at a late hour of the 
night gave out a telegram from General 
Sakharoff, doted September 30, describ¬ 
ing a successful onslaught upon a Ja¬ 
panese advance guard near Yental on 
September 28. The Japanese began the 
fight by attacking a position held by 
the Russians at Oullta!dze f twenty 
mile® south of the Hun river. The 
Russians withdrew and then counter¬ 
marched and occupied the enemy’s po¬ 
sition at Toumytea, north of Yental. 
and drove the Japanese ns far as Ye 
tal station, losing four men woundcu 
whereas the Japanese lost twenty kill¬ 
ed or wounded. 

General Sakharoff further reports 
that a reconnolssance on September 29 
showed that the Japanese force was 
concentrating In increasing numbers 
along the Yental branch of the railroad, 
and that there 1« also considerable con¬ 
centration of the Japanese along the 
Taitse river near Bonslhu. 

General Sakharoff** telegram as giv¬ 
en to the press contains no mention 
of developments on the eastern flAnk. 
This silence probably Is due to the 
fact that detail® of operations tele¬ 
graphed to the Emperor at Odessa had 
not reached the general staff. 

CHANGES IN THE NAVY. 

Admiral Doubasoff To Be Made Min¬ 
ister of the Marine. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 1.—2:20 a. m.— 
The re-organlzation of the navy which 
has been foreshadowed by the Associat¬ 
ed Pre^-s begin® with the announcement 
on the highest authority that Vice Ad¬ 
miral Doubasoff, the present head of 
the technical bureau of the admiralty, 
will be appointed minister of marine 
Vice Admiral Avelnn, whom he will 
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succeed, will be given the honorary 
poet of chief of the Red Cross Society, 
succeeding Admiarl Kramer, who died 
recently. Vice Admiral Rojestvensky 
will retuiyi to St. Petersburg to assume 
active charge of the naval staff, a po¬ 
sition from which he could ill be spar¬ 
ed. The Pacific squadron will be en¬ 
trusted to Rear Admiral Chouknln, tho 
present chief of the Black licet. 

Admiral Blrileff will be transferred 

from the Baltic to the Black Sea. while ORGANIZATION IS EFFECTED 

Veselage, hitherto Admiral Blrlleff's 
assistant, will take charge of the Baltic 
ports fleet.

Beiddta this every horse for 
the Russian comimnder must be 
brought over the null way. 

If winter campaigning is attempted, 
on which point there is much specula¬ 
tion, it will become Increasingly diffi¬ 
cult after December because the groun 1 
freezes to so great a depth as to render 
Intrenching operations almost Impossi¬ 
ble. 

The organization of the Japanese 
army continue® to be as efficient as 
It has been since the beginning of the 
campaign. Most of the troops were 
equipped with winter clothing when the 
first cold weather and enow .arrived, 
and khaki has beer! replaced by heavier 
material with rarraTkable quk-kness.

BIG CROWD IN COURT ROOM. 


Lexington, Ky.. Sept. 30 —[Special.] - 
When the rase agalnf.t Lewis Mitchell, 
the negro under arrest Charged with 
attempting to poison the family of 
Judge James H. Mulligan, was callel 
In the cou**t of Magistrate Oldham this 
morning the court room was crow’deNi 
with people eager to hear the proceed¬ 
ings. The prisoner was escorted from 
the jail by Detective McCarty and kwar 
met In the court room by Attorney 
James Denny, wnho had been engaged 
by Mitchell's w ife to defe - d him. They 
repaired to the private office of Magis¬ 
trate Old hum and were engaged in 
consultation for several minutes before 
the ease was called* 

Wlille Attorney Denny -was in con¬ 
versation with his client Judge and 
Mr®. Mulligan and their son, Dennis 
Mulligan, entered the private office an 1 
took seals, they having been summonel 
.by the Commonwealth as witnesses In 
the ca®e. While all of this was going 
on in the private office James J. Mulli¬ 
gan, son of Judge Mulligan by his first 
wife, w r ho has been accused by the 
negro Mltchvll in his sworn confession 
of being the instigator of the crime, whs 
the cynosure of all eyes In the main 
court room. w r her^ he was seated by 
the side of Attorney E. F. Farrell, he 
also having been summoned as a wit¬ 
ness for the prosecution. 

When Magistrate Oldham ca’led the 
case agilnst Mitchell. County Attorney 
W. P. Kimball, representing the Com¬ 
monwealth, made a motion for a con¬ 
tinuance on the ground that he had 
not had ample time In w r hk*h to make 
out a case. Attorney Denny, for the 
defense, agreed to the contlnuanvt- 
asked for by the /Commonwulth, and 
the case was set for Friday, October 7. 

Magistrate Oldham then called the 
namc*s of the witnesses who had been 
summoned In the case, and they were 
recognized to appear at the trial n^xt 
Friday. While the wUne****® were be¬ 
ing sworn was the most thrilling mo¬ 
ment to the crowd of anxious specta¬ 
tors. On ode aide of the court stood 
Judge and Mr®. James H. Mulligan, 
Dennds Mulligan, Emma Morton, the

WHEN PLUCKY WOMAN FIRED. 


Jackson. Ky., Sept. 30.—[Special ]— 
Ticky Jim Bach, who became notorious 
as the star witness for the defense in 
the case of the Commonwealth agfiinst 
Curtie Jett, was killed at 9 o’clock this 
morning by Arbrilla Young Bach, who 
was at one time married to him, but 
obtained a divorce from him twelve 
months ago. The tragedy occurred at 
the home of the Youngs on Main street, 
where Mrs. Bach was living with her 
mother. The woman has steadly re¬ 
fused to see Bach since her divorce and 
resented his visits, but he persisted, 
and, finally when refused admittance 
at the door this morning, attempted to 
force his way Into the house through 
the window. It was at this time that 
three shots rang out fropi the window 
and Bach fell to the ground with a 
bullet through his head and his face 
and neck blackened and burned by the 
powder. 

In a short time a number of people 
were on the spot and Coroner M. C. 
Bailey was at once sent for. A short 
while afterward he arrived, and, after 
summoning a Jury of six men. exam, 
lned the body and the premises and 
questioned Mrs. Bach, who testified 
that she was the only occupant of the 
house at the time the shooting occur¬ 
red, and that she had shot and killed 
Jim Bach to prevent him from forcing 
hlmselfiMnto her room. The verdict of 
the Coroner’s Jury* was to the same ef¬ 
fect as the woman's statement, and 
she was immediately placed under ar¬ 
rest and taken before County Judge 
James Hargis for examination. On the 
examining trial her testimony was ex¬ 
actly the same as her statement to the 
Coroner. The further hearing of the 
case was postponed until to-morrow to 
give the Commonwealth an opportunity 
to Introduce further proof. 

The defendant Is a young woman 
about twenty-six years of age. of good 
appearance and rather stylishly 
dressed, and In testifying on her exam¬ 
ining trial showed some excitement, but 
spoke of the transaction with no evi¬ 
dence of regret. She is assisted In her 
defense by her brother. Sam Young, 
■ who is in business here. It has only 
been ten day.® since Jim Bach was ac¬ 
quitted of the charge of perjury at his 
trial at MC Sterling. Ever since then 
he has been drinking heavily, and was 
at one time arrested for drunkenness* 
but was shortly released Bach was 
only twenty-eight years of age. but had 
# lived long enough to kill his nian. hav¬ 
ing four year* ago shot and killed Hen¬ 
ry Barnett, not more than 300 yards 
from the place where he himself met 
hi* death this morning. Public senti¬ 
ment is pretty generally for the woman. 
Judge Hargis permitted the defendant 
to go at large in custody of her brother 
pending the adjournment until to-mor¬ 
rows

ONE HUNDRED WARRANTS 

WANTED FOR BARBERS. 


President Schmelzer Will Force Them 
To Secure Their Licenses. 


Nearly one hundred warrant* will he 
sworn out by John Schmelzer. presi¬ 
dent of the State Board of Barber Ex¬ 
aminers. within the next week against 
barber* who have not taken out the li¬ 
cense required by law. The time allowed 
the barber* to comply with the law ran 
out la*t night, but Mr. Schmelzer ha* 
announced tha% he wifi delay taking 
out warrant* until after the meeting 
of the Journeyman Barber** Interna¬ 
tional Union, which will be in session 
In Louisville next we«*k. 

According to a recent enactment of 
the Legislature, all barber* working In 
Kentucky are forced to secure a license 
from the State Board of Examiner*. 
The date fixed for securing these 
license* i* June 30, but three month* 
of grace are allowed by the statute. 
Each barber must stand an examina¬ 
tion when the license* are taken out. 
and a>U but about one hundred in 
Louisville have ooirrplled with the law. 

According to President Schmelzer, 
the majority of the latter are negro 
barbers, who are either ignorant cf the 
law or do not comprehend it* import. 
Each one In Louisville and in the State 
will be arrested and fined, and unless 
a license Is taken out Immediately aft¬ 
er the trial la oorrrtpeted, he will he 
forced to refrain from working In the 
State.

State 
revenue ag*-M. against a number of 
wealthy local buwne?? men who are 
charged with having failed to schedule 
for taxation all their personalty 
holding?. If the j>olnt raised is upheld 
it will go far toward nullifying the law 
under which back taxes due the State 
are now enforced. Many of these back 
Lax suits against business men have 
been brought by Mr. Alexander during 
the past four month?. Among the de¬ 
fendant? are J. B. Speed. George Gaal¬ 
bert. Harry Bishop, H. C. Burford, 
C. P Moorman. J. Ross Todd. Ba*il 
Doerhoefer, Fred Breyfogle an^ Joseph 
Huffaker, it being claimed that each 
owes on property ranging in valua¬ 
tion from $50,000 to $1,500,000 

The defendants claim that they can¬ 
not be forced to make a response to 
the O^oimnoniveaJth, which call? upon 
them to give an accounting for all their 
possesion? In personalty. They say 
that the 20 per cent, penalty which the 
Common wealth charges and pays the 
revenue agent for collection make* the 
action a criminal proaeouttem for the 
purpose of collecting a fine. They con¬ 
tend that they have the right to merely 
plead “not guilty” as In any other 
criminal case, and that it devolves upon 
the Commonwealth to bring absolute 
proof necessary to sustain its allega¬ 
tion?. It is raid further that the (\>m- 
monwealth ha? no right to require a 
reapon?e of any kind which might in¬ 
criminate them. Tht? would be In- 
quiiritory in it? nature and ngwlnst the 
Constitution. The fact that so many 
prominent counsel representing the de¬ 
fendants have Joined issue? to press 
this point against the Commonwealth 
will no doubt bring special attention 
of the Kentucky bar generally to it.

ELISHA SUCCEEDS ELIJAH-11. Kings it., 13-22.

CONNECTING WORDS.—The writer 
of these notes does not presume to sa.v 
why on September 18 the historic nar¬ 
rative wlls broken In our studies, and a 
lesson taken from the book of Amos, 
which most scholars place n whole cen¬ 
tury after Elijah’s time. If any desire 
to know the reason for this change they 
must Inquire of the International Les¬ 
son Committee, who will be able to an¬ 
swer. The Interruption was no serious 
matter, however, as a glimpse waa 
thereby afforded of the spirit and work 
of a man of God at a much later date, 
showing that he had the same general 
characteristics and stood virtually for 
the same cause. After two Sabbaths, 
one for review, we ore permitted to re¬ 
sume our studies at the very point 
where they were suspended September 
li. The student will find It profitable to 
refresh his memory by reading'again 
the passage assigned for that date, thus 
preparing himself for the investigation 
now to be made. Elijah disappeared, 
to be seen no more among men until 
he reappeared with Moses on the Mount 
of Transfiguration (Matt, xviil.. 3). 
Elisha came after him to be the hon¬ 
ored prophet In Israel, and we shall 
consider the early events of his min¬ 
istry. 

REVERENT WONDER (Verse 12).— 
The dIsappearanee of Elijah in a fiery 
chariot, ascending Into heaven, was 
well calculated to stir the heart of his

ise of the nation’s possible achieve¬ 
ments as the chosen of the lxird. The 
ascension signified to him that there 
was yet ground for expecting a better 
day. But. as the man in the ehnrlol 
finally passed out of sight a feeling of 
great loss because of his lonely con¬ 
dition succeeded In the mind of Elisha, 
who in Oriental fashion, under strong 
emotions lEzta lx.. 3). rent his clothes 
in two piece*, signify ing by this act his 
profound sorrow at the removal of so 
good’a friend and master. 

FALLEN MANTLE (Verses 13 and 
14)—The outer garments worn by men 
In the East were very beautiful and ex- 
pen*i\e. That of Jesus was after hla 
crucifixion disposed of by lot because of 
its value (Malt, xxvil.. 25). The loose 
mantle of Elijah at his ascension was 
left behind, the last precious gift to 
his associate Tt was eagerly caught 
up by the wondering Elisha and borne 
sway, memento of delightful associa¬ 
tions. insignia of office, emblem of au¬ 
thority. a thing to be venerated and 
kept upsullled. Backward along the 
way to the Jordan went Elisha, over 
ground trodden so recently in company 
with Elijah, sacred ground now because 
of the former converse. Arriving at the 
left bank of the river, he beheld Its 
mighty waters and recalled the recent 
crossing (IT. Kings it.. 8) and the mir¬ 
acle which afforded s dry walk through 
the deep; yet hla heart turned not with 
longing for his absent master, but up¬ 
ward to Him whom that master served. 

: Smiting the floods with the mantl”. he 
• shouted. “WheTe is the Lord God of Ell- 
ami jnh” It was the best form of invoking 


Divine help known to him. Quickly 
• •mne the presence and power and he 
went over to the west side by the path¬ 
way prepared. 

TENDERED REVERENCE (Verse 
15)—The one man whose companion had 
departed for the heavenly world came 
soon to Jericho, the last place visited 
before the Journey to the trans-Jordan 


thus be exposed to the elements or 
might be devoured by irild beasts. The 
reverence felt for him would not permit 
these men to suffer such a calamity to 
befall the nvtn of God. They therefore 
proposed to s»nd of their number a 
party who should make dilligent seatvh. 

EXPECTED FAILURE (Verses 17- 

18) .—Confident that he had the true in¬ 
terpretation of the fact*. Elisha resist¬ 
ed Cheir proposal. Tt seemed to him In 
a measure a floollah and unprofitable 
undertaking, withal an expression of 
unbelief, and an unwarranted inquiry 
Into the ways of God. But after their 
persistent pleading he yielded. It was 
the surrender of Judgment to gratify 
the promptings of affection. Fifty men 
went forth, carefully examining the 
various place? w here a body might fall 
that had been borne up into the air. 
For three days they continued this 
search. During that time a consider¬ 
able area of country might easily be 
covered by auch a coropanj* of earnest 
men. Intent on knowing the truth and 
performing the last office of love to a 
friend. They returned and announced 
rhelr failure, which % wa* only wh3t 
Elisha had expected. One thing at 
least waa gained—the certainty of the 
translation was established. By tlv* un¬ 
successful effort to recover the body the 
departure of Elijah was set down in 
sacred history as a well attested mir¬ 
acle, shedding light on many questions 
raised In the centuries before Chriat. 

PROFFERED RESIDENCE (VeTse 

19) .—Where shall this new leader, this 
head of the prophets, make his head¬ 
quarters? This w as a question of much 
Importance. Gilgtil, Bethel and Jericho 
hod training schools, where young men 
were carefully prepared to teach, and 
one of thc*«» town* ought to be select- 
ed. But which Is to be preferred? The 
precise location of Oilgal cannot be de¬ 
termined. Bethel was in Benjamin, 
then absorbed tn the kingdom of Judnh. 
Jericho, only twenty miles from Jerusa¬ 
lem, by far the most important city of 
the three, and well built, seemed to be 
in many respect* beat suited for hi? 
distinction. Ft was. moreover, the last 
place where Elijah and Elisha 
held delightful converse with the 
young students and their fac¬ 
ulty. ar.d on that account endeared 
by precious memories. (Verse 4). The 
pious men of the place represented the 
case of Elisha, uaiug no argument ex¬ 
cept the fact well knowm to him that 
Jericho w as a pleasant city, that Its sit¬ 
uation was favorable, and that he 
would be welcome as a dweller within 
Its walls, in the very town where the 
translation had been flr*»t publicly an¬ 
nounced and verified. To begin there 
wnuld be like th#» beginning of the 
apostJes at Jerusalem. (Luke xxlv.. 47). 

HEALED WATERS (Verses 20-22). 
—There wa? one Berloue objection to 
Jericho, mentioned by the men who 
w’ent to EUeho with their words In it* 
behnlf—the water waa not good, and as 
a consequence the earth waa not pro¬ 
ductive. Their frankness in referring to 
this waa admirable, a proof that they 
regarded the prophet’s welfare, that 
they did not desire him to locate among 
them under misapprehension, to be dis¬ 
appointed and dissatisfied afterward. 
It was w'tee In them to present the un¬ 
favorable as well a* the favorable side 
of the case, as ought always to be done 
w hen men are dealing in temporal mat¬ 
ters. Every act of deception brings 
trouble sooner or later to those who 
practice U. This statement concerning 
the water jrroved to be in the end high¬ 
ly fortunate. Elisha determined to 
overcome this disadvantage, not by 
bringing water In pipe* from the sur¬ 
rounding hills, as might have been done 
by some King (II. Kings xx.. 20). but 
by a method that established hi* 
prophetic quality and more speedily 
served the purpose. A llttl* salt, oast

Mrs. Martin’s friends are proud of her 
achievement and her success. Her 
laurels have not come suddenly, but are 
the result of long years of conscientious 
striving for perfection and real work. 
She belongs to that circle of writers In 
Louisville who some ten years ago 
banded together for honest criticism of 
earnest work that should be worth 
w’hfle. In a little club numbering less 
than ten members hers is the fourth 
book from prominent publishers this 
autumn, with more to follow.

O NLY once in a great while 
a piece of fiction is published 
In w-hich literary finish and 
creative power have united 
with a rare understanding of human 
motives to depict Individual life In all 
Its complex subtleties. Such a novel Is 
•The House of Fulfilment,” Just pub¬ 
lished in book form by the author of 
•‘Emmy Lou,” Mrs. Attwood Martin. As 
e whole the volume should be conned, 
rot serially, for read In Installments Its 
delicate perfections. Its fine threads, 
cannot be Justly appreciated. 

To take a little child, to develop her 
character logically In accordance with 
her environment and a clashing inheri¬ 
tance of a father and mother as dis¬ 
similar as north and south, heat and 
cold, and at the some time lead her to 
a beautiful, attractive and, above all. a 
true womanhood w ithout outraging the 
Verisimilitudes is a problem that only 
real genius can solve.

KW YORK. Sept. 29.—A most In¬ 
teresting book of stage rem¬ 
iniscences has just been pub¬ 
lished by Messrs. James Pott 
& Co. It Is called “Fifty Years of 
an Actor’s Life,” and is written 
by the veteran actor-manager, John 
Coleman, who died only a few* 
months ago before the last proof 
sheets of -thl* book reached him. Sel¬ 
dom have I had the pleasure of read¬ 
ing a book 90 full of anecdotes and 
sketches of Interesting people, such as 
the Kembles, the Keans, the Slddons, 
the Cushmans, Macready. Charles 
Dickens, Sir Robert Peel, Dteraell and 
many others. There Is not a page with¬ 
out Its graphic portrait or Us Interest¬ 
ing anecdote. Coleman was a man of 
the world a* w*ell as an actor, and he 
had a wide circle of acquaintance. 
There are so many good stories, so 
many Interesting Incidents, that it Is 
hard to know what to choose for quo¬ 
tation. Mr. Coleman seems to have 
been present on almost all the theatri¬ 
cal historic occasion* during the fifty 
years of his life as an actor. He w*ae 
acting with Macready on the eventful 
night when the Forrest disturbance be¬ 
gan. It was In Edinburgh. Macready 
was playing “Hamlet” and Forrest wa k 
sitting in a box. FPrrest had left Edin¬ 
burgh. but he came back to witness his 
rival’s debut. The house was crowded. 
Instead of strutting on in solemn pro¬ 
cession in the old fashion when the 
scene drew off, Macready was “discov¬ 
ered” on the stage amidst a tempest 
of applause. There was nothing, how r - 
ever. In his appearance, according to 
Mr. Coleman to excite enthusiasm. He 
wore a dress, the waist of which nearly 
reached to his afmpits, and carried a 
hat with a sable plume big enough to 
cover a hearse. He woe. says Mr. Cole¬ 
man. the only Hamlet whom I ever saw* 
wear gloves, and. being much too large, 
they were very conspicuous objects. 
His undershirt, of amber-colored satin, 
looked simply dirty—and what with his 
gaunt, angular figure, his grizzled hair; 
his blue-black beajrd. close shaven to 
his square Jaws, unroftened by a trace 
of pigment; his irreguar features; his 
extraordinary noes, he appeared posi¬ 
tively grotesque. Coleman, who w*as 
then a young fellow, remarked to him¬ 
self, “What an antiquated guy!” But 
he changed hi» mind before the per¬ 
formance was over. He admits, how¬ 
ever, that though Macready lifted you 
to heaven one moment, he brought you 
down to earth the next by some weird 
eccentricity. For example, In the Play 
Scene he strutted from side to side, 
waving his handkerchief above his 
head in the most extravagant manner. 

“As he uttered the words: 'Of the 
chameleon's dish I eat. the air, promise 
crammed, you cannot feed capons so!’ 
a mighty hiss arose in front—a hiss like 
that of a steam engine. At the sound 
he became livid and absolutely hyster¬ 
ical with rage. Turning to the quar¬ 
ter whence the sibilation proceeded, 
he bowed derisively, then staggered 
back and sank Into a chair. Looking 
to the upper side boxes, on the right, I 
saw Forrest, the American tragedian, 
A conspicuous figure at all times, he 
was now more conspicuous than ever.

In this message for all men whether 
young or old. Dr. Vance truly says that 
a school is not necessarily nn academic 
building with text books, class yells and 
an encyclopaedic atmosphere; it Is 
wherever a young man is learning 
something which he may need hereaft¬ 
er. There Is np such thing a* extem¬ 
poraneous success. When such seem* 
to be the case either the success or Its 
extemporaneousness la only apparent. 
In God’s vast plan there is no room for 
luck or chance. These are the main 
themes of a series of lectures or ser¬ 
mons. which form the best guides a 
young man could have. Dr. Vance 
sees things as they are and has the 
ability of putting the rules of right 
living Into terse and emphatic lan¬ 
guage. 

“The School of Preparation,” “The 
Choice of a Vocation.” “Life Prin¬ 
ciples,” “Luck and Pluck In the Prob¬ 
lem of Life.” “Burn Y'our Smoke.” 
“Self Respect,” “The Man Who Can 
Stand Alone.” are some of the titles of 
the subjects discussed In this stimulat- 


upper boxes only by a screen of inter- 
follatod Iron work, a cry arose of: ‘Turn 
him out!’ I can see him now. The 
square brow, the majestic head, the 
dark eyes flashing forth defiance, the 
pallor of the white face enhanced by 
ills black beard, which contrasted 
strongly with his turned-down white 
collar, he looked exactly as he used to 
look in “The Gladiator'* when he said, 
'Let them come, we are prepared!* The 
people on the other aide of the screen 
absolutely recoiled, as If they expected 
some king of the forest to leap from 
his Iron den amongst them. On the 
stage we were at a standstill; in the 
auditorium the multitude were awed 
Into silence. After a short pause, I 
suppose Forrest's better nature pre¬ 
vailed, for he slowly turned away and 
left the house. Then Macready. like a 
man possessed, leaped Itrto the breach, 
apparently Inspired by the ordeal 
through which he had passed. Such a 
delirium of excitement as was manifest 
during that P’ay Scene I have rarely. 
If ever, witnessed.'* 

Mr. Coleman has no doubt “that one 
stupid lUss In Edinburgh wrecked a 
great reputation and caused & deplora¬ 
ble calamity.” It was that hiss, ac¬ 
cording to this writer, that brought 
about the Astor Place riots of 1S46, 
when the admirers of Macready on one 
side and of Forrest on the other fought 
with such violence that the militia was 
called out. I have heard this scene 
described by a man long since dead 
who led the militia on this historic oc¬ 
casion. 

• • • 

Mr. Coleman describes Miss Cush¬ 
man’s performance at “Romeo” to the 
“Juliet” of her sister Susan, an Interest¬ 
ing but rather extraordinary perform¬ 
ance, I should think. Since Mr. Cole¬ 
man had seen her Last Miss Cushman 
had become more eccentric than ever. 
“She had mounted a man's hat and 
coat, a man's collar and cravat. Wel¬ 
lington boots, which, so far from at¬ 
tempting to conceal, she displayed 
without reticence or restraint, as she 
strode about, or tucked up her petti¬ 
coats, before she 'polished off* TybaJt 
or gave the coup de grace to County 
Paris, or when she took 'the measure 
of an unmade grave' st rehearsal.” 
There was nothing feminine about Miss 
Cushman's “Romeo.” according to this 
writer. “Her demeanor was distinctly 
masculine; her limbs straight, and, if 
I may use the term, strident at those 
of a youth.” Curiosity and Miss Cush, 
man's fine form attracted attention to 
her “Romeo.” but It was, says Mr. 
Coleman, “by no means the abnormal 
performance described by Mr. Sheridan 
Knowles and other Indiscreet adula¬ 
tors; Is was simply the effort of a 
monstrously clever woman—but It was 
not Romeo. Certain passages were pow¬ 
erful and passionate—notably the death 
of Tybalt, a dexterous and splendid 
coup de theater,” The “Juliet” of Su¬ 
san Cushman he describes as “about 
as puerile an effort as I have ever 
seen.” 

Speaking of the Mage kiss, Mr. Cole¬ 
man tells of an anecdote of his per¬ 
formance with Miss Woolgar. who was 


hearsulShe was very pretty and he 
was very much enamored of her beau¬ 
ty. Once w^°n they were playing “Old 
Heads and Young Hearts'* she was 
“Lady Alice” and he was “Ly^tleton 
Coke.” He was contlnally making love 
to her. “I was not quite clear about 
the words.*' he writes, “and asked her 
to Fun through our lines at the wings. 
In the principal scene I had to kiss her 
again, and, lest I should miss fire on the 
stage, I attempted to rehearse It 'off.’ 
’The attempt but r.ot the deed’ con¬ 
founded me; my Impudence was re¬ 
warded with a couple of stinging boxes 
on the ear. one from my divinity her¬ 
self nnd the other from the stem par¬ 
ent. who appeared most Inopportunely 
at that moment. Fortunately our next 
Interview was not the osculatory one. 
so I had time to recover my presence 
of mind before we ‘came to cues.' 

" ‘May I?* I inquired, before we went 
on. 

“ ‘May you what?' 

” 'Do the business?' 

“ 'Certainly.' 

“When the critical moment arrived I 
did do It—did It for all it was worth. 
“My lady gasped and looked grave. 

“ 'I said business, not pleasure, you 
villain.' 

“ 'I’m combining both.* I replied.” 

Mr. Coleman thinks that Thackeray 
founded his “Fotherlngay” upon Lady 
Beedler (Miss O’Neil). “Phelps posi¬ 
tively assured me,” says Mr. Coleman, 
“that he (Thackeray) was hopelessly 
'gone* on Mrs. Nesbitt, but that she 
could not get over her aversion to his 
broken nose, and was Indiscreet enough 
to say so, hence La Fotherlngay and 
his malignant attacks on the theater 
The reconciliation of tljis charming wo¬ 
man Is one of the pleasures of memory 
which reconcile one to the knowledge 
that one Is unfortunately a little more 
than five-and-twenty.“ 

• • • 

Mr. Coleman tells us that Charles 
Rea<le was a great patron of the thea¬ 
ter. but In those early days, being Im¬ 
pecunious. he always sat In the pit 
“Many a time at the commencement 
of the performance the sole occupant 
of the pit was a huge, stalwart, Fun- 
browned, loose-limbed, luzy-Jooklng, 
sal lor-like fellow, who frequently lay 
extended at full length in the middle of 
the seats The checkers would occa¬ 
sionally suggest to this free and easy* 
customer that he ought to sit up His 
stereotyped reply was that ’he would 
when the pit began to fill up. but as he 
paid his money he took his choice as 
to the attitude he thought fit to as¬ 
sume at first price' We all used to say: 
'There’s lazy bones, the mad sailor, as 
usual.* Every one was curious to know* 
who this airy perso-n was. but no one 
knew, till many years after, that It 
was no lew a person than my excel¬ 
lent good friend Charles Reade It wus 
in his 'Christie Johnstone’ days, when 
he was wont to go out herring fishing 
with the Newhaven fisher-folk. Many a 
lime he has told me that In those days 
he grew* to entertain a strange hallucin¬ 
ation that the Edinburgh pit belonged 
entirely ami exclusively* to him, nnd he 
almost resented the admittance of a 
third person till half price.” 

Coleman describes his first encounter 
with Bulwer Lytton, the father of the 
late Ix>rd' Lytton It was at the fare¬ 
well dinner to Macready, and Coleman, 
a young actor of small means, wrapped 
in his Hamlet cloak, some furs and 
rugs, made his way from Euston 
Square to the Hall of Commerce 
“When I arrived there, by some mis¬ 
take on the part of the officials, I was 
show'n (cioak, rugs and furs included) 
Into a brlllantly-ltghted waiting-room, 
nearly filled with guests I suppose my 
eccentric appearance attracted atten¬ 
tion; everybody seemed to stare at me, 
and I felt somewhat embarrassed A 
tall, slender, supercilious-looking. fair- 
haired coxcomb with Hyp**rlon locks 
and faultless waxed mustm he, a Ro¬ 
man nose. a wonderfully-arranged 
w*hlte choker, a great shaggy 'wrap- 
rascal’’ over his elegant evening dre?s, 
attracted my attention, and, I may say, 
my anger. He had posed himself with 
Indolent grace, leaning against the 
mantelpiece with legs crossed His 
handsome, aristocratic head rested cm 
his left hand, while with his right he 
put up his eyeglass and took stock of 
me from head to foot, as who should 
say: 'What wild young m*an of the 
woods have w*e here?' “ 

Just at this moment Macready came 
up. and. recognizing Coleman, shook 
him heartily by the hand and Intro¬ 
duced him to the author of "Richelieu.” 
w*ho murmured a few' commonplace 
courtesies. By accident Coleman was 
seated between Thackeray and the 
Chevalier Bunsen, the Prussian Am- 
basador, both of whom w*ere very af¬ 
fable and complaisant to “the young 
man from the country” At this famous 
dinner Bulwer, who was the chairman, 
made a speech, which is said to have 
read famously In the papers next day, 
but which sounded very badly that 
night. 

“One of his sentences,” says Cole¬ 
man, “still rings In my cuts. Here It 
Is: T think, gentlemen, you will all 
agree with me that evew*y gweat actuh 
hath hith peculiah mannah, ns well as 
evewy gweat wlter hath hlth peculiah 
style.” 

Thackeray, who had lo propose “Ihe 
health of the ladles.” came near break¬ 
ing dow*n. but not because he had had 
too much wine, but from sheer nervous¬ 
ness. 

“There had been.” says Mr Coleman, 
“bitter blood betw*e*-n the ‘noble baron¬ 
et' and the author of 'The Yellowplush 
Papers,* and It seemed to me as If the 
former noted the latter’s discomfiture 
with an amused and languid disdain, 
which overlaid a somewhat deeper-root¬ 
ed feeling.” 

• • • 

Dickens made a capital speech which 
ranged from grave Co guy with equal 
facility. 

“Indeed.” says Mr. Coleman, “hia 
speech was as florid as his costume, 
which was striking enough In all con¬ 
science. He wore a blue dress coat, 
faced with silk and aflame with 
gorgeous brass buttons; a vest of black 
satin. With a white satin coPsr and a 
wonderfully-embroidered shirt. When 
he got up to speak his long, curly hair, 
his luxuriant whiskers, his handsome 
face, his bright eyes, his general as¬ 


sented a delightful picture. I made 
some Ingenuous remark upon the sub¬ 
ject to Thackeray, who blandly re¬ 
joined: 'Yes, the beggar is beautiful as 
a butterfly, especially about the shirt 
front.' ” 

The epeech of the night, however. 
whs. according to Mr. Coleman, that of 
Macready. 

Get!lng down to more modern times. 
Coleman tells of ChaHea CoghLan’s first 
appearance on the stage. He played 
“Tybalt" In “Hamlet.” “I never." 
w*rites Mr. Coleman, “killed a man with 
more pleasure than I killed poor Char¬ 
lie.” 

On the subject of theaters of to-day, 
Mr. Coleman says: 

“The up-to-date manager Is wise In 
his generation. He knows that the 
many-headed multitude wants to be 
amused, and objects to be bored. He 
knows, too, * 'tls money makes the mare 
to go;’ hence (small blame to him!) he 
begins by securing his syndicate to 
Insure 'the sinews of w*ar,' pay him a 
handisome salary and a liberal commis¬ 
sion for the use of h's name. He pro¬ 
vides* his private secretary, his type¬ 
writer, and hla telephone, his ‘Literary 
Adviser,' his author, his poet, his com¬ 
poser and stage manager (sometimes 
two or three of 'em), his 'acting man¬ 
ager' and h» ‘business manager.' The 
divided duties of these auguM. function¬ 
aries I am unable to define with accu¬ 
racy, but Infer that they are of an ex¬ 
alted character, inasmuch a* they fig* 
ure conspicuously among such porten¬ 
tous announcements as the following: 
'Sole Proprietor, Mr. Brown; Licensee, 
Mr. Jones; Lessee, Mr. Robertron; 
Manager. Mr. Gay rick Keene, who pre¬ 
sents the famous comedienne Miss Pol¬ 
ly Perkins In A Night of Pleasure. (A 
word 'to the maiden of bashful fifteen:' 
If you can’t bring your mother, bring 
your aunt. If you can’t bring either, 
try cousin Belinda’s best young man.) 
Acting Manager for Mr. Gayrick Keene. 
Mr. Allthere. Business Manager for 
Miss Polly Perkins, Mr. Stlckphest.* 
“West End management la like gam¬ 
bling on the Stock Exchange: To-day 
you can’t keep the people out, even 
were you to erect barriers for the pur¬ 
pose; to-morrow, with the aid of 'All 
the Talents,* you can’t drag ’em In, 
even with free admissions. In two 
small theaters two admirable perform¬ 
ances have recently run right off the 
reel respectively for two and three 
years Yet within a stone's throw of 
these very buildings I have seen a per¬ 
formance given to a hoaoe of nine ehili- 
ings and aixpenee, w hile at another and 
more fashionable house. In the same lo¬ 
cality. I have sfeen a comedy by a dis¬ 
tinguished author acted by an excellent 
company to a handful of deadheads, 
without one single shilling having been 
paid at the doors. Syndicates w*ere 
undreamt of when I commenced man¬ 
agement; hence my small capital was 
earned out of my blood and bones and 
brains.” 

• • • 

Mr. Coleman believed In the need of 
a national theater for England, and de¬ 
votes a chapter to urging the establish¬ 
ment of a notional theater in London. 
Such a theater, he says, “would not on¬ 
ly be a source of delight, but, like the 
National Gallery, the British and South 
Kensington Museums, it would form a 
rimet potent propaganda of culture. The 
need is imperative, and what every city 
on the continent of Europe has done, 
surely the greatest city In the w*orld 
can do and ought to do. and more, 

Jf It were done, when ’lis done, then 
’t«>re we’.l 
It were done quickly. 

* 4 If our national drama Is to be pre¬ 
served as a living force to elevate, en¬ 
noble and instruct the rising genera¬ 
tion* and generations yet to come, now* 
is the time to erect a monument to 
the genius of our greatest poet, and 
consecrate it to his memory and the 
use of the nation—henceforth and for¬ 
ever.” 

It is a pity that Coleman could not 
have lived to enjoy the enjoyment of 
those who will rend these two volumes. 
They are entertaining In their way as 
any theatrical reminiscences I have 
ever read, not even excepting Mac- 
ready’s, 

Meagre. Doubleday. Page & Com¬ 
pany will publish on the fourth of this 
month a new* volume of stories by Rud- 
yard Kipling. It is the first book of 
stories that Mr. Kipling has published 
since “The Day’s Work.” which some 
people dubbed Irreverently “The Dou 
bleday's Work.” This name, however, 
was not so very* Inappropriate as the 
book was brought out Just after Mr. 
Kipling’s terrible illness In New York 
through which he had been so devoied- 
Iv nursed by his publisher friend. The 
new book, which Is called “Trnffics and 
Discoveries.” contains over twenty* sto¬ 
ries. all of which have been published 
In the magazines except the “Army of 
a Dream,” one of the longest in the 
book, which Is new* to the reading pub¬ 
lic.

L ONDON. Sept. 14.—According to 
M. Huysmans, the French crit¬ 
ic, it would seem that 
most of us have grievously 
erred In sympathizing with literary men 
because of the hard times through 
w-hich most of them have to pass. The 
thing to be regretted is that they ever 
succeed in making a good living out 
of their pens. “It is deplorable,” he 
confides to an Interviewer, “that Zola 
should have made money. That has 
created a general belief that the lit¬ 
erary career is lucrative. The day he 
found out that Zola earned a lot of 
money by w-rtting. the grocer said to 
his son, 'My son, you must go In for 
literature!' And you know what sort 
of literature the grocer's son has made! 
Why doesn't he stick behind his coun¬ 
ter, and sell pickles or poisons Instead 
of fatiguing us w*Jth his book*? This 
comes of turning art into commerce.” 

It will be in order now to establish 
a society for the promotion and en¬ 
couragement of poverty among au¬ 
thors. Publishers may be coupted on 
to render ail the assistance in their 
power. As for the grocer's son he 
should be turned over to I*astor How- 
ton who. at his demon Infirmary, In 
Derbyshire, Is prepared to undertake 
the casting out of literary devils on the 
lowest terms. 

H. C. Wells, whose Introduction to 
GlsHing*s posthumous book was reject¬ 
ed by the family* and friends as being 
offensive, and who thereupon hurried It 
off to a magazine and got it published 
anyhow, defends himself vigorously this 
week. 

“It aeema likely to be overlooked," he 
says in a letter, “that several of those 
who are 'championing' George Giaslng's 
memory so violently against the quite 
Imaginary outrages of mine never knew 
him at all, and that of those wrho did 
none has had the same oppoutunities 
for prolonged and renewed conversation 
with him upon literary matters that I 
had during his later period.

When at last he 
lay In great distress of mind at St. Jean 
Pled de #»rt upon his deathbed it was 
to none of these champions he called, 
but to me. and this Introduction to 
‘Veranilda* foliow*ed closely upon our 
last intervew.”

He 
was admittedly a boor and gorgeously 
egotistic. His renown was due to the 
applause of the most grossly inartistic 
generation that England has seen for 
three centuries. He was a bad judge 
of literature. 'In Memorlam’? Longfel¬ 
low has been laughed at for the 'Psalm 
of Life,' but the 'Psalm of Life* Is 
worth fifty of the stepping-stones on 
dead selves' stanzas. The songs In the 
Princess' may live, by which I mean 
that they still have the power to charm 
me. These and some minor pieces show* 
Tennyson as a distinguished minor poet, 

I think. He had a pretty gift, but he 
belonged essentially to the half-educat¬ 
ed. I speak on behalf of posterity, 
which cannot at the moment speak for 
Itself.” Probably no one cares much 
what Mr. Arnold Beg nett thinks of 
Tenny»m. but es a revelation of his 
own “gorgeous egotism” w-hat he says 
is Interesting.

An Impracticable Idea. 

It Is again announced that the "{own 
Idea"—that the tariff should be reduced 
to prevent it from sheltering monopoly 
—is still very much alive. There Is 
•aid to be Just as much sentiment In 
Iowa In favor of scaling duties on iron 
and steel, glass and a few other arti¬ 
cles, as there was a year ago. 

Gov. Cummins, who was the leader 
of the advocates of the Iowa Idea, was 
turned clown at the State convention, 
but indorsed the platform adopted, 
saying that he stood upon it with both 
feet. But It Is explajned that he Is 
still a tariff revisionist and that as 
coon os the election !s over he will 
again become active in the advocacy 
of his views. But he thinks that the 
tariff must be reduced by the Republi¬ 
cans. 

Gov. Cummins has mistaken his rem¬ 
edy. The Idea that a party of monop¬ 
oly, which holds power by the aid of 
monopolists, and cannot succeed with¬ 
out It, will ever modify the tariff so 
as to prevent It from being a shelter 
for monopoly, la visionary to the last 
degree. The time to get a revision of 
the tariff to prevent monopoly is now, 
and the method Is to restore to power 
a party that is opposed to a monopoly 
tariff. Gov. Cummins’ Idea is to helH 
the monopolists to retain power, and 
[ then to a.sk them to declare against 


terson does not give plq:*ancy to all de 
bates *to which he lands his talents. It 
would be Interesting, Indeed, to see how 
Alton Brook* Parker, loaded with .’deep 
draughts of inspiration,’ might come out 
In a hand-to-hand tussle with Col. Henry 
Watterson In contention against tho Wat- 
tersonlan issue.

The Editor of the Courier-Journal 
has written no word "that reflects ujpon 
the personal honor and integrity of 
President Roosevelt." He has very dis¬ 
tinctly drawn the line betwixt his pub¬ 
lic and his private life. He has declined 
to accept him at his own valuation. 
He has rejected th* 1 fancy-sketches of 
his panegyrists. He has done this with¬ 
out malice and without gloves, meaning 
all that he says, believing it and offer¬ 
ing proof—which no Republican has 
ventured yet specifically to deny—in 
support of It* If it be "venomous" to 
tell the truth, he will have to plead 
guilty, remarking that, having no pri¬ 
vate grief against the President, he 
is engaged In a real, not in a sham, 
battle. 

Are party changes to be wTOUght in 
the United States, like revolutions in 
South America, with rose-water? Did 
the Republicans, when they put up a 
candidate as angular and vulnerable 
as Theodore Roosevelt, expect a cam¬ 
paign of compliments? And now that 
they have to face the music have they 
nothing other to say than to echo the 
words of Iowa’s Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury and declare that "there may be 
50,000 men in this country as honest 
and as fearless as President Roosevelt, 
but people will not believe it." 

We should hate to think that there 
are not fifty thousand men in Iowa 
gione who are Just as honest and Just 
as fearless as President Roosevelt; but 
why so vaunt a personal courage and 
integrity which nobody has assailed? 

The Issue or "pith and moment" Is 
Indeed Theodore Roosevelt. How* could 
It be eLsewlse? Indirectly, of course, 
the Republican party is In Issue; but. 
for the time being, the President has 
made his party his own. He Is It, and 
It Is He. He wears It like a Jack-boot, 
he rides it like a pack-horse. We can 
discuss nothing without discussing 
him; and the Courier-Journal ha* dis¬ 
cussed, Is discussing, and will continue 
to discuss him; exposing his hollow 
pretensions to civic righteousness, hls 
Pharisaism and Insincerity; punctur¬ 
ing the bombastic bladder of his war- 
lordship; properly stigmatising his 
blatant rough-riding both In public 
and In private, his crudities and rude¬ 
nesses equally as an official and as an 
Individual, embracing a long line of 
discreditable performances, from the 
canceling of a dinner Invitation to his 
owt/ table and the Insulting of on old 
man tottering on the brink of the 
grave—he a gentleman, forsooth!—to 
the sacrificing of the profwwIons of a 
lifetime In order that he might make 
a liaison w'lth the Spoils politician® 
and get a nomination for President, 
and the recognition of a Ily-by-nlght 
theatrical combination miscalled the 
Republic of Panama. * 

The bare statement reads like an in¬ 
vective. It Is an Indictment. And, 
every Item In it has a fact to sup¬ 
port It. Befoie the Journal repeats its 
charge of "malevolence" against us. It 
would better defend Its man. 

By way of farewell, our Iowa con¬ 
temporary let 3 fly this Parthian arrow, 
as It were: 

"The hope 1* expressed, no mattor what 
turn things may take, that the Kentucky 
editor may not be prepared for the vaca¬

Frivolous Criticism. 

In strictness of language. Judge Par¬ 
ker’s letter of acceptance 1st not a 
"state paper," though it is a venial 
error to call It sych. It reads so much 
like a state paper that millions are 
anxious to read state papers from the 
same pen, which indited the letter. 

The letter has proved a hard nut for 
the organs of the Republican party to 
crack. It speaks for Itself so eloquently 
that an attempt to depreciate It Is an 
ungracious as w'ell as an unpromising 
task. But It Is necessary to say some¬ 
thing disparaging. The letter is un<je- 
dlably sane, and it Is unquestionably 
dangerous. The organs that were sur¬ 
prised Into applauding the Parker tele¬ 
gram to St. Louis have a lively recol¬ 
lection of the w*ay they were rapped 
over the knuckles for It by the bosses, 
and how* vigorously the party whip was 
laid across their shoulders. They ha\* 
no wish to repeat this experience, but it 
Is hard for them to find sane objections 
to a document which challerigea respect 
and admiration by Its Inherent excel¬ 
lence. As a specimen of the sort of 
criticism that has been attempted w*e 
may take a two-cilumn article In the 
Chicago Tribune, which is Republican 
this year, as It always in before elec¬ 
tions, though in the meantime it makes 
experimental incursions Into the do¬ 
main of free trade. 

At the beginning It Is said that Judge 
Parker cannot make an issue of his ad¬ 
herence to the gold standard. But pre¬ 
cisely what he desired w*as to eliminate 
this Issue, and that was precisely w*hat 
the Republicans did not desire, because 
they had won pn it. However, both 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Fairbanks insist 
that the gold standard is never safe 
unless the Repyblicans. who first set 
aside the gold standard, are allowed to 
hold the offices. 

It is said that as the Senate will re¬ 
main Republican, tariff revision is far , 
more likely under Roosevelt than under j 
Parker. But tariff revision, unless In | 
an upw'ard direction, is absolutely hope¬ 
less so long as the people profess them- 
telves satisfied with the Dingley bill 
of abominutlons. But it Is not so cer¬ 
tain thatbe Senate is quite beyond the 
reach of public sentiment. There is 
Henry Cabot Lodge, the Junior Sena¬ 
tor from Massachusetts, who has been 
soundly converted to reciprocity by 60,- 
000 voters w*ho signed an agreement to 
oppose the enemies of that policy. 
What has happened to Mr. Lodge may 
happen to other Senators just before 
their terms are about to expire. There 
Is no doubt that the majority of the 
people of the United States, including 
the editor of the Trlbqne, desire a re¬ 
duction of the tariff, and the only ques¬ 
tion Is whether they will say so in a 
way to command respect. If they oon- 
tinue thq stand-patters in office it will 
be taken as r. mandate to let the tariff 
alone. If the tariff is ever to be re¬ 
duced, the people must give a man¬ 
date to that effect, and the time to be¬ 
gin Is now. If the first mandate Is not, 
obeyed, follow it up w*lth a second and 
a third. 

Anent the pensions order, it Is first 
argued that Congress has approved It, 
and, secondly, that a Democratic 
House will not approve It for Judge 
Parker. But the Republican House 
Will have three more months of life 
after the election of Parker and a Dem¬ 
ocratic House, and if it really Indorses 
the principle of the pension order it 
can easily enact It But It refused to 
enact Into law last spring when It was 
offered. 

The views of Judge Parker with ref¬ 
erence to the Philippines are treated in 
a similar captious spirit. It is asked 
how' Judge Parker thinks a promise of 
independence should be made, whether 
It should be done by the President 
alone. A Republican Senate w*ill not 
consent to it. How was the promise 
made to Cuba? By a resolution offered 
by a Democratic Senator. Judge Par¬ 
ker, if elected, can recommend the 
passage of a similar resolution. If a 
Republican Semite chooses to defeat It, 
that is its affair. If the people still 
want it, they can convert the Senate 
| to their views, as the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts have converted Senator Lodge 
to reciprocity. Let the missionary 
work begin at once. 

Then it Is said by the Tribune that 
It is not unfair to say that Judge Par¬ 
ker proposes to let the trusts alone. 
But that U Just the reverse of the case. 
He proposes to take away the tariff 
rates that shelter monopoly. He pro¬ 
poses to have law officers who will 
fight the trusts In earnest and not 
merely play to the galleries for cam¬ 
paign purposes, as Mr. Roosevelt has 
done. And if the laws at present are 
Insufficient he will recommend the pas¬ 
sage of others that will accomplish 
what is desired. What more fcould be 
asked? 

Touching the navy, it Is said 
that Judge Parker must think 
that our present navy is un¬ 
reasonably large or too effi¬ 
cient. No word of hla points to such 
a conclusion For twenty years the 
navy has been growing steadily, and

The Galveston News, refer¬ 
ring to his recent home tour, says he 
is one of the few men who can speak 
three hours and say something every 
minute that his audience delights to 
hear. The fact Is Senator Bailey has 
had a career with few parallels In polit¬ 
ical history. He has not attained hla 
forty-first year, and has served ten 
years as a member of Congress and 
three years as Senator. Notwith¬ 
standing this record, of accumulated 
honors so searly In life, Senator Bailey 
has worn them w*ell and preserved his 
equipoise firmly. He long held a lean¬ 
ing position In the House and wields 
a strong Influence in the Senate. 


"There Is some reason to fear that 
Roosevelt, In the face of the WrHemlng 
opr>oaition of Col. Watterson. will hardly 
be able to pull an electoral vote out of 
the Solid South StatOH."—[Sioux City 
Journal.

The devastation of the great North¬ 
western wheat crop Is e spectacle fresh 
in the mind of George Withers, of Se- 
tlaila, Mo., who was formerly a Kentuck¬ 
ian, having been born near Danville. Mr. 
Withers was at tho Willard Hotel lost 
nJght, after two months spent In North 
Dakota, and he says that beyond the 
shadow of a doubt the prosperity which 
the Kentucky farmers are enjoying under 
the Influence of 81.20 wheat is due to the 
partial failure of the Red river valley, 
which is another great producing sec¬ 
tion. Single farms of 5.000 to 6,000 acres 
of wheat are not unusual, and the mag¬ 
nificence with which the farms are con¬ 
ducted at once appeals to the persons 
who are familiar with the smaller areas 
cultivated In the South. A peculiar fact 
In connection with the Northwestern 
wheat crop Is that lt is made to furnish 
tho fuel with which It Is threshed. All the 
threshers which are sold in that country 
ave a capacity of between 4,000 and 4.500 
bushels of wheat a day, and they are 
built exclusively for burning the straw. 

"Coal Is so dear In the Northwest," said 
Mr Withers, "that It would bankrupt 
the wealthiest farmer to attempt Its use. 
As the threshers move they take with 
them a wagon load of straw, with which 
to start the engine, and after that the 
same crop furnishes grain and fuel. It 
is the country of great areas, and the 
8ca.e of cultivation Is beyond the ken of 
the average person in other parts of tho 
country."

Mrs. William Warren, of Danville, was 
at the Louisville Hotel Last night. Mrs. 
Warren Is vice regent of the Kentucky 
D A. Jt., and is one of the most lactive 
workers. For the past two years she has 
been engaged In a work which will appeal 
to every patriotic citizen, her object being 
the preservation of the first Slauihmjse. 
The Capitol is now standing in Danville, 
and she wll Imuke her Information on this 
subject public at to-day’s session, of the 
organization. The house which It Is sought 
to proserve is the one In which the State 
was born, and in which the first Constitu¬ 
tion was written, eleven conventions being 
necessary to enable the represenLatlves of 
the people to agree upon some form of 
principles which would be applicable to all 
conditions. Mr*. Warren is an enthusias¬ 
tic worker, and 1* an ardent advocate of 
the preservation of the building.

YOUNG MAN COMMITS SUICIDE. 


NO REASON CAN BE GIVEN FOR 
SIMEON CLEMMONS’ ACT. 


THE LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE. 


Lexington, Ky., Sept. 30.—(Special.]— 
Simeon Clemmons, aged twenty years, 
the youngest son of Rankin Clemmons, 
the wealthy capitalist of this county, 
committed suicide at the home of 
Charles Land, a neighbor, at an early 
hour this morning. Young Clemmons 
went to his work about 6 o'clock this 
morning, and a few minutes later re¬ 
turned to the house and secured his 
shotgun and announced to the mem¬ 
bers of his fantily that he was going 
away, and told them all good-by. The 
family paid little attention to his re¬ 
marks, as he had been talking for some 
time of taking a trip, and they believed 
he resolved to go at this time. Clem¬ 
mons then walked to the barn of 
Charles Land, close by, wihere his 
brother, Luther Clemmons, vfas at 
work. He entered the barn and told 
his brother good-by, and, walking to 
the outside of the barn, he deliberately 
steadied himself over the barrel of the 
gun, and with the aid of a string he 
pulled the trigger with his fool, the 
discharge of one barrel entering his 
face, tearing all one side of his head 
off. HU* brother, hearing the shot, 
rushed to his assistance, but when he 
got there death had ensued. His brains 
were scattered several feet from where 
the deed >was committed and presented 
a ghastly sight. Luther Clemmons se¬ 
cured the help of Mr. Land and carried 
the remains of his brother to ttfelr 
home. None of the family could assign 
any cause for the act, and although he 
has been keeping company with a 
prominent young lady In the neighbor- 
hood for several months, It Is not be¬ 
lieved by the family that a quarrel be¬ 
tween the young people was the cause 
of his act.

Sept. 30.—[Special.]—The 
death of Senator Hoar may precipitate 
a lively contest for his seat In the Unit¬ 
ed States Senate in the event of Mr.

Bates 
probably will appoint a successor to 
Senator Hoar to^serve until the Leg¬ 
islature meets In January and fills the 
vacancy by election.

Washington, Sept. 30.—A petition 
calling tipon the Preildent to Intervene 
In the affairs of the Con^u Free State 
In the Interests of civilization was pre¬ 
sented to President Roosevelt to-day 
by the person to whom It had been In¬ 
trusted. E. D. Morel, who was accom¬ 
panied to The White House by Acting 
Secretary of State Loomis. The pe¬ 
tition is Inscribed: "Memorial to the 
President of the United State of Ameri¬ 
ca, concerning affairs In the Congo 
State, by the Congo Reform Associa¬ 
tion, supported’ by the British and for¬ 
eign Anil-Slavery Society and the Ab¬ 
origines Protection Society.” 

This is numerously signed by men 
whose names are known throughout 
the world, the list being headed by the 
Right Hon. Earl of Aberdeen, while 
among the other signers are the Lord 
Bishop of Liverpool. Sir Gilbert Parker. 
Earl Norbury, l^ord Klnnactd, Lord 
Denman. 8ir J. H. Hennaway, Charles 
Kingsley and W. P. Stead. The signers 
appear to be about evenly divided be¬ 
tween the Conservative and Liberal 
parties In England. The memorialists 
say that they are "seeking the counsel 
and pleading for the assistance of the 
first citizen of the American republic, 
which ha* ever Interested itself pow¬ 
erfully In the cause of civilization. It 
Is :i matter of honor for all nations and 
individuals in any way responsible for 
the creation of the Congo State to do 
all possible toward the removal of the 
system, which has grown up under the 
governing pow er and the offenses com¬ 
mitted unde r It.”

JONES BROTHERS ARRESTED. 


#.N OLD GRUDGE BELIEVED TO 
BE THE CAUSE. 


VICTIM GIVEN NO CHANCE. 


James Dalton, an old resident of 
Harrison county, was assassinated yes¬ 
terday morning: on the high road near 
his home in Fairdale. twenty-five miles 
west of New Albany. Dalton was pass¬ 
ing along the road alone and when he 
reached a point opposite the house oc¬ 
cupied by Samuel and Wesley Jones 
two rifle shots rang out from the di¬ 
rection of the house and he fell to the 
ground, one bullet striking him In the 
head and the other In the breast. 

Two men were going along the road 
some distance behind him and saw him 
fall but did not hear the report of the 
guns. They hastened to his assistance, 
but when they reached him he was 
dead. The dead man was carried to 
his home, less than a mile distant, 
and the Harrison county authorities at 
Corydon notified. 

Dalton was sixty-eight years old and 
he leaves his wife and several children. 
His son, C. W. Dalton, aged sixteen 
years, was found dead beside the Penn¬ 
sylvania railway tracks, near New Al¬ 
bany. five or six years ago. his death 
having been caused, it was supposed 
at the time, by a fall from the rear 
platform of a Dinkey train coming from 
Louisville. At the same time the body 
of another boy, Dalton's companion, 
whose name cannot now be recalled, 
was found near. 

For several years Dalton and Samuel 
Jones had been on bad terms. A lot, 
owned by Jones, had been bought by 
Dalton at a tax sale, and this was 
the beginning of the trouble. About 
two years ago Jones, while intoxicated, 
made sn attack on Dalton, throwing 
stones at his house, and putting other 
Indignities on him. Dalton flred at him 
And the bullet took effect In his thigh. 
Inflicting a serious wound, from which 
he afterward recovered. For this of¬ 
fense Dalton was arrested on a charge 
of shooting with intent to kill. He 
was afterward tried In the Harrison 
Circuit Court at Corydon and was ac¬ 
quitted by the Jury on the ground that 
he had acted In self-defense. 

Shortly after Dalton was acquit¬ 
ted of the charge of shooting with 
Intent to kill Jones instituted an ac¬ 
tion against him In the Harrison Cir¬ 
cuit Court to recover $5,000 damages 
for alleged personal Injuries, sustained 
in the shooting affray. The suit was 
taken on change of venue to the Wash¬ 
ington Circuit Court at Salem, and 
Dalton’s attorney had arranged to hav# 
It placed for trial next week.

Had a Presentiment. 


Dalton had a presentiment that he 
would be murdered, and only a few 
days ago mentioned to friends in Ram¬ 
sey and Falrdale that he apprehended 
coming to a violent end and did not 
believe that It would b£ far distant. 
Ten days ago he swore out a warrant 
Against Samuel Jones, charging surety 
of the peace, but the case was dismissed 
by a rural Magistrate. Sheriff Lotlch. 
of Harrison county, went to the scene 
of the murder as soon as notified and 
he returned to Corydon last evening, 
having In custody the two brothers, 
Samuel and Wesley Jones. Both are 
unmarried and they lived with their 
two sisters, who are also unmarried.

SECURITIES ARE LOOKING UP. 


New York, Sept. 30.—Meetings of the 
American, the Consolidated and the 
Continental Tobacco Companies were 
held In Jersey City to-day for action 
on the agreement for the merger or 
consolidation of the three companies 
which had been adopted by the direct¬ 
ors of the Consolidated Tobacco Com¬ 
pany on September 9. 1904. The plan 
submitted proposes a consolidation of 
the three concerns with a total bondand 
stock liability ofj about $250,000,000, 
something like $IKT,000,000 less than the 
aggregate of that of the three compa¬ 
nies at present. It Is proposed that all 
of the present consolidated tobacco 
companies’ collateral trust bonds shall 
be withdrawn and that the only bonds 
to be left outstanding shall be the 6 per 
cent, and the 4 per cent, direct obliga¬ 
tions of the new company. 

The first meeting held was that of 
stockholders of the American Tobacco 
Company and there were 1.157,074 
shares voted In favor of the merger to 
405 against it. 

W. W. Fuller, counsel for the Amer-' 
lean Tobacco Company, who presided, 
said that he had heard that an Injunc¬ 
tion had been gotten out yesterday In 
Trenton, but that he had not seen the 
papers as they had not yet been served 
on him. 

At a meeting of the stockholder* of 
the Consolidated Tobacco Company, 
which followed that of the American 
Tobacco Company, action on the mer¬ 
ger plan was postponed until October 
17. The postponement was taken In or¬ 
der to await the outcome of the suit 
against the combination. 

Only a few shares of the Continental 
Tobacco Company were voted against 
the merger plan when the stockholders 
of that company met this afternoon, 
w hile 869.545 shares were voted In favor 
of the proposition. The adjournment of 
the meeting of the Consolidated com¬ 
pany's stockholders was agreed on by 
those in charge of tho proposed consol¬ 
idation. it being thought best that that 
particular meeting be held over without 
action at thrls time, although It was 
said that the Injunction had not yet 
been served. 


Trenton. N. J.. Sep*. 30.—Vic* Chan¬ 
cellor Pitney, in an order made In Jer¬ 
sey City Wednesday and filed here to¬ 
day, restrained the propo?*ed meeting at 
Jersey City to-day for the carrying out 
of the merger of the American Tobacco 
Company, Consolidated Tobacco Com¬ 
pany and the Continental Tobacco 
Company, pending a disposition of the 
rule to show cause granted by Vice 
Chancellor Pitney, and which is return¬ 
able at Newark on October 11.

Hold Secret Conference and Will Not 
Divulge the Object. 

Jackson. MJs«.. Sept 30.—rSpecial.]—A 
secret conference of cotton dealers was 
held in this city' last night at the Ed¬ 
wards House, and the event has aroused 
much curiosity' among local buyers w'ho 
have not been made aware of the object 
of the gathering The leading dealers of 
Mississippi participated In the confer¬ 
ence. Absolutely nothing of a positive 
nature could be learned from them re¬ 
garding the object of the meeting, and 
It was very evident that an agreement 
had been reached to give nothing out 
for publication, as each person gave 
one answer to all questions "Purely a 
matter of private business." they all 
said. 

From what can be gathered at ran¬ 
dom. however. It 1* reasonably safe to 
say that these gentlemen are formulat¬ 
ing a plan whereby' a good portion of 
Mississippi** cotton crop wJU he held 
back to await better prices. When this 
question was put point bliank to the 
participants In the conference they' did 
not deny that was the object of their 
gathering Mr. Ben W. Hirsch, of 
Memphis. who appeared to be the lead¬ 
er of the gathering, remarked that 
"we may' have something very Interest. 
Ing to give out later on, but absolutely 
nothing can be said now." 

The resolutions adopted at the recent 
convention of the Southern Cotton 
Growers* Association In St. Louis, 
wherein it was decided that it is ad¬ 
visable for the farmers to hold back 
their crop, are thought to have been the 
incentive for the gathering, and It is 
not at all improbable that some ware¬ 
house scheme Is being devised which 
will be announced after the plans have 
been fully formulated. 

Do Not Like the Ruling. 

Havana, Sept. 30.—Cigar manufactur¬ 
ers here regard the decision of the 
United States Treasury Department in 
the cigar stamp case as unjust to Cu¬ 
ban interests. The decision already 
having been announced It Is doubtful 
whether the f'uban Government will 
make representations on the subject to 
Washington. Manufacturers, however, 
may adopt the custom of conspicuously 
branding cigar boxes with the words 
"Made In Havana." 

Land Sales At Paris.

New' York. Sept. 30—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'* weekly review of trade to-morrow 
will say : 

The last quarter of 1904 open* with much 
brighter prospect* than prevailed a year 
ago. At that time securities had lallen 
an average of $34 a share from the top 
point of a year previous, and there was a 
general disposition to curtail manufactur¬ 
ing and commercial operation* because of 
the heavy lease? The nation was enlur¬ 
ing on a period of conservatism, augment¬ 
ed by numerous labor controversies. At 
the present time there are no alarming 
features, strike* ape few and unim¬ 
portant. while the indications of growing 
confidence are numerous. Business uoe* 
not show the hesitation customary during 
the closing weeks of a presidential cam¬ 
paign. and the prospect of profitable agri¬ 
cultural results stimulate trade, espec.ally 
among retailers at the West and South. 
Building operations are expanding, pro¬ 
viding a better demand for lumber and 
materials. • 

Clothing and kindred line* are stim¬ 
ulated by colder weather, and clearance 
sales are well attended. Manufacturing 
plants are decreasing the proportion of 
Idle machinery, the chief complaint com¬ 
ing from <iHton mill*, which suffer from 
the ril*pnrLty between price* of raw- ma¬ 
terial and finished products. Movement of 
wheat is heavy, but retarded by In¬ 
adequate traffic facilities at some points, 
and railway earnings for September ex¬ 
ceeded last year * by 6.5 per cent 

Foreign commerce at this port for the 
last week showed a small decrease in ex¬ 
ports. and a gain of $2,163,436 In Import* ** 
compared with 1908 Security markets hate 
risen $14 above the cox responding date 
of last year, and money is easy and 
nbufidam. With the exception of steel 
rails, w hich are not on a parltv with the 
rest of the market, prices of Iron and steel 
have apparently attained a position of 
stability, and tardy contract* are grad¬ 
ually coming forward. There Is also a 
good Inquiry for merchant pipe, list prices 
being strictly observed. Shipbuilders are 
seeking plate*, and there Is a wholesome 
movement of machinery and tools. 

Textile manufacturing plants are still 
operating on reduced time, particularly as 
to the NVw England cotton g »ods division.

Improvement Noted In Trade and 
General Industry. 

New York. Sept. 30.—Bradstreet'g to¬ 
morrow will say: 

Th* word “Improvement" *uramarjg*s 
briefly the course of trade and general In¬ 
dustry thi* week. Although the move¬ 
ments. as for a time pent, are along con¬ 
servative line*, the undertone la ratlvr 
more optimistic than at any previou* 
time thi«* se-aaon. Reanon* for this are 
found In tb** continuance of propitious 
weather conditions, a tendency to enlarge 
final estimate* of grain crop yield*, more 
activity In pig Iron and hatter collections, 
based upon enlarge rr °P movement.* 
Confirmation of these reports Is found In 
indicated Increase* In bank clearings, both 
hi New York and outside thereof, as com¬ 
pared with September a year ago. and In 
continued gain* aggregating 5 per cent, 
in gross railway earning* over 1903. Money 
1*. on the whole, firmer, reflecting belated 
crop movement necessities a striking ab¬ 
sence of political agitation as affecting 
trade 1* Tinted, and the tooling generally 
is that tha year will close better than It 
began 

Notable feature* are the improvement in 
JobbJng trade at nearly all Western point* 
in dry good*, shoes, groceries, millinery, 
hardware, palm* and drugs. Report* of 
better collecMon* are very general Warm¬ 
er weather tends to retard retail trade 
somewhat, but on the whole helps crop* 
to mature better than was at one time 
hoped. Southern trade feels the effect of 
the rapid movement of cotton to market 
In better Jobbing demand arul eastor col¬ 
lection*. Pacific coast trade shows some 
expansion, though heavy rains in Cali¬ 
fornia have been damaging to grnres. 
raisins and vegetables. A heavy demand 
for wheat for shipment to the iSast help* 
business, but burden* railroads handling 
It. Water transportation to the Eastern 
seaboard is being considered. Eastern 
trade shows ar fairly good tone on rather 
better commercial outlook, and the re¬ 
ports of better trade coming from the 
West and South. 

Among the industries the feature* are 
the hotter buying of pig iron and firmer 
prices for the furnace product.

Against Alleged Poolroom 
Operators Returned. 


TWO CHARGES PREFERRED. 


MAINTAINING NUISANCE AND 
ENGAGING IN HAZARD. 


WILL OF DAVID I. HEYMAN. 


Indictments against alleged poolroom 
operators and employes were returned 
yesterday afternoon by the grand jury 
after having the matter under con¬ 
sideration for several days. Charges 
of maintaining and keeping a common 
nuisance and engaging in a hazard are 
both brought against the defendants. 
The first is a common law’ offense and 
punishable by' fine nnd imprisonment 
within the discretion of the Jury, while 
the second is merely' a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a fine of from $20 
to $100 in each case. 

Barney McDevltt, William West and 
Dan Coleman are Jointly Indicted on 
the charge of unlawfully' keeping and 
maintaining a common nuisance. It 
U claimed that they have operated a 
handbook on race horses at the Mecca 
saloon.

Held—First—Husband nnd Wife—Con¬ 
tract* With Each Other—Disability—Com¬ 
mon Law—Statutes. —Whilst the common 
law rule prohibiting married women from 
entering Into legal contracts has been 
largely modified by the statutes and she 
may now carry on business on her own 
account, anti, ns Incident to these rights, 
enter Into enforclble contracts with a 
third person for the purchase and sale of 
personal property, without, tlve consent 
of her husband, as though she were ft 
feme sole, tho common law disability to 
deal wilh her husband or make binding 
contract* with him has not been changed 
in this State by legislation respecting the 
rights of married women, nnd we are 
therefore of the opinion that, appellant 
acquired no right, enforclblo at law, by 
virtue of the contract entered Into with 
hls wife previous to her death. 

Second—Eq u it los— La nd—I m pro vements— 
Paid for by Husband—Title Taken to 
Wife—Reimbursement of Husband.—We 
are of the opinion that to the extent that 
appellant, on tlve faith of the agreement

PROBABLYWILL NOT BE PLACED 
ON THE STUMP. 


BUCHTER PARDON THE CAUSE. 


Although Judge S. W. Hager, the 
chairman of the Democratic State Cam¬ 
paign Committee, declined to commit 
himself yesterday, i*t has been almost 
definitely settled that Lieut Gov. W. 
P. Thorne will not be heard on the 
stump In Kentucky during the present 
campaign and that the committee will 
not assign him to any speaking dates. 
This action followed the request from 
Hopkins county Democrats that Gov. 
Thorne not be sent to Madisonvllle 
next Monday to open the campaign. 
The request was Imperative and R. W. 
Miller has been asked to go to Madl- 
sonvllle to fill the date made vacant. 

The pardoning of Clem Buchter by 
acting Gov. Thorne is given as the 
reason for not wanting the Lieutenant 
Governor to speak in Madisonvllle. The 
.Democrats there, so the chairman of 
the county telephoned Judge Hager 
yesterday, are Incensed at Gov. Thorne 
for his action and do not care to have 
him address them. They desired th.it 
the Lieutenant Goverhor he notified of 
their reasons for refusing to accept him 
as a speaker.

The Protest To Judge Hager, 


Judge Hager made the following 
statement yesterday of the reason for 
sending another speaker to Madison¬ 
vllle next Monday : 

"The members of the Campaign Com¬ 
mittee of Madisonvllle called me up by 
telephone and stated plainly that they 
did not want Gov. Thorne to speak 
there, and called on me to furnish an¬ 
other speaker. They further demanded 
that Gov. Thome b> informed as to 
why they did not w'ant him to speak 
for their ticket. They said that they 
would look to me to get them another 
speaker, and said they would hold the 
State Campaign Committee accountable 
If Mr. Thorne was sent to Madisonvllle 
to open the campaign The request of 
the Hopkins county Democrats natur¬ 
ally placed me In rather an embarrass¬ 
ing position, but I did communicate to 
Gov. Thorne what they had said. I am 
now' trying to get another speaker to 
take Gov. Thorne’s place. These are 
th a facts in the case, and I have made 
a frank statement of the facts as they 
e:;! ;. 

"The committee said the Dem¬ 
ocrats there were Indignant over 
his pardon of Buchter, the Louisville 
murderer. I only know what was com¬ 
municated to me." 

No statement was made yesterday 
at headquarters as to what will be the 
future action of the committee with 
regard to Lieut. Gov. Thorne. Judge 
Huger, when asked if the committee 
would assign Gov. Thorne to another 
da^e, simply said that he did not like 
to express hlrfiself on the subject at 
the present time. He said the Madison¬ 
vllle date is the only one which has 
been made for Lieut. Gov. Thorne. The 
State Chairman said that the question 
of future dates for Lieut. Gov. Thorne 
w'ould rest with the Democrats of tfye 
various counties and with the cam¬ 
paign committee.
